THE COAL TRADE.

The Scranton Strike nnd the Usmpnny-—-The
Genornl Strike—The Dallnoss of the Trade—
The Tonnage of the Trade for the Weok—
Unetations, Kto.

The Delaware, Lackawanna and Weatern Com-
any are trying to make a rislng market in Now
k’nﬂl. by stating that they bave no anthracite
coal on hand In New York, and that the supply
in Elizabethport is very small. They say that
there will be no more anction sales of coal gotil
the Beranton strike is over. This may all be
very true, but it should also be taken into ac-
count that the strike can and probably will be
ended just as soon as the company wishes it to
be. It is probably not Lo the company’'s interest
to continne business with the present state of
the market. Assoon as, in the opinion of the
company's oflicers. the prices are sufficlently
high, a compromise will be offered to Lthe men,
who will in all probabllity readily accept it, and
work will then be resumed,

The general strike ordered by the Genernl
Counell of the W. B. A, to take place this
month, i& not likely to be as' general as was ex-
pected. :

At Bhamokin the collleries are working inde-
pendently of the W. B, A, and; are not likely to
vespend.  [o the Sehnvlkill region one or two
collieries are also working independently, and
in the opinton of the Miners' Journal, should
the strike continue boyond the 18t of Febroary,
s large number of miners would go to work
withoutregard to the W. B. A. The men of
Schuyikill, who generally do not approve of the
proposed strike, are not in as good a condition
1o stand it as are the men of the npper counties,
The long stand-atill of last summer used nupmost
of their spare funde, while the men of Luzerne
have been working all the year at good waiges
A short suspension ig of no great importance Lo
the latter just now. and they wonld rather have
it than not, withont regard to the question of

walgee.

The trade in Schuylkill hins not been as good
as it was supposed it would be previous to the
ordered general suspension. The shipments
from this port are over, and the demand is only
from the city and line, Besides this the supply
is sufficient at most poinis for two months at
Jeast, unless the weather should be unusually
cold.

In the Lehigh region the proposed strike is
popular, and it i probable that it will there be
goneral.

THE FIRE COMMISSIONERS.

Mestlng in the OhlePs OMes this moraing -
Hules nnd Regulations for the Gevernment
of the Bonrd —Uemmuaslontions, oto., oto,
The Board of Fire Commissioners met at ton
o'clock this morning, in the office of the Chief
Engineer of the Fire Departmont, 8. W. corner
of ﬁ'lfth and Cheennt streets, for the purpose af
taking action relative to the rules and regula-
tions for the government of the Board.
Jacob Londenslager occapled tho chair, and
Jobn R. Cantlin, of the Franklin Eogine, acted
as Becretary.
The roll of members was called, after which
the minutes of the last meeting were read and
approved.
he committee appointed to draft suoitable
ralee and regulations for the government of the
Commlesioners made u report, and the several
sections were taken up, amended and adopted
as follows: — : ]
First Scation, In addition to officers provided
for by ordinance of Councils, viz., Prasidamt,
Becretary, and Messenger, the following com-
mittees be appointed from among the Com mis-
sioners:— i : -
Committee on Supplies and Repairs,
Committes on Locations.
Committee on Renl Estate and Leases,
Committee on Districts and Boundariea
Committee on Rules and Regulations for the
1)elmrr.rncn1 and the Extingulshment ol Fires.
Commiltes on Investigation.
Committee on Accounta,
Second Section. The regular stated meeting
of the commissioners shall be held on the first
and third Mondays in each and every month,
from April to September, both fuclysive, at 8
o'clock P. M.;: from October to March, inclu-
glve, at 7 o'cloek.

Third Scction. The order of business shall be
as follows: —

Reading of the Minutes of the
meeting.
teports of Committees,
Unfinished Business.
Communications,

New Business.

Fourth Section. The President shall preside
al all the meetings of the Commissioners, pre-
serve order theiein, and put to vote all motions
properly made and seconded: he shall have the
right to vole on all questions, and shall appoint
commitiees, unless otherwise directed. Ile
shall eign all warrants drawn upon the City
Treasurer, nud perform all the duties imposed
on him by the ordinances of Councils; and in
case any measure shall require immediate atten-
tion, he shall act thercon and report at the nexs
gtated meeting of the Commissioners: and in the
absence of the P'resident at a meeling any mem-
ber may be selected to act as President pro tem,
The President shall be ex officio o member of all
commitlees. e shall also have the power to
call gpecial meelings of the board.

Fifth Bection. The Secretary shall, inaddition
to the duties directed by ordinance of Counclls,
attest the correctness of all bills before being
presented to the committee of Councils for ap-
proval: all warrants drawn on the City Trea-
surer, and all recuisitions approved by the com-
missioners, and perform such other duties as
may be assigned.

Rixth Section. The Committee on Suapplies
and Repaira ghall purchase (e apparatas, hose,
bhorses, harness, fuel, oll, ete., as may may be
directed by the commissioners, and have the
power to direct and make all repairs not ex-
ceeding the snm of one hundred dollars, with-
oul the action of the commissioners, reporting
all purchases and repairs at the next meeting.

Seventh Section. The duties of the Committee
on Loeation shall be to examine and report
localities sunitable for fire apparatus and tele-
graph and signal-boxes, having in view the
proper distribution und cfectiveness of the
same, and report a system of signals and tele-
grams best adapted to the efliciency of the de-
partment,

Eighth Section, The Committee on Real Es-
tate and Leases shall attend to the duty of pur-
chasing or leasing such real estate and having
erected therecon sultable hounses, or of leasing
proper houses and apparatus in such localities
as wny bive been selected by the Committee
on Location, approved by the commissioners,
and sanctioned by the committee of Councils.

Ninth Section. The duaties of the Committee
on Districts and Boundarles shall be to examine
and ml:ort the extent and boundaries of the ter-
ritory in which a deslgnated portion of the Fire
Department may operate,

Tenth Section, The Committee on Rules and
Regulations shall report from time to time such
rules and regulations for the government of the
department, and for the extinguishment of
fires, as they shall deem most condneive to the
order, diseipline, effectiveness, and saving of
property: and they shall also report upon a
proper uniform to be worn by oflicers and mem-
bers of the department.

Eleventh Section. The duties of Committee on
Invetigation shall be to examine all matters the
subjeel of complaint that may require investi-
gution and report tyeir deeision without delny.

Twelith Section. The Committee on Accounts
shall examine all bills Incurred by the commis-
siovers in the discharge of their dotws aod
certify to the correctness of the same.

Thirteenth Section. It shall be the duty of the
Messenger Lo be In attondance at all times; he
shall aléo be messengor to the Chiel Engineer,
and shall ke render such assistance to the se-
cretary as that oflicer may require and direct.

AFTER THREE YEARS.
L ———
The Widenlag of Spring Garden Sireet Bee
tween Nixteenth nnd Eightooath Strosts—
The Ordinance of Cennclia Boing Uarried
Qur,
Epring Garden strect promlses to be one of
the most charming thoroughfares in Philadel-
phia. Though Councils Insl year, after a pro-
uacted discussion, failed to take any decided
action Io the matter of opening thls highway to
the Delaware by cutting through the solid moass
of bulldings which Intervene om its line frem
Bixth to Front streets, we have ‘‘the hope set
before us,” and by no_less a personage than Be-.
jectman King, of the Eleventh ward, that soon
be will revive the project. But to-day we are
reallzlnfz the pleasure of an improvement which
was a long time Incubating, Spring Guarden
eireet is being widened between l!ixtuunl.h and
Eighteenth streets, The bulldings that pro-
jected Into It are being dewmolished, properties
extending over the line are being cut through,
and by this means the thoronghfare is being
beantified. Councils, on the 10th of May, 1866,
ordered this street to be widened according to
the confirmed plan of the city, which required
44 feet 5 Inches to be taken off the property on
the south side and 25 feet 7 inchos off that on
the porth. On the 27th of October, 1867, in the
Conrt of Quarter Bessions, on a tition of
Richard Norris, whose property projected over
the line, a jury was appointed to asseas damages,
and its award was as follows: —Matthews &
Moore, §32,500: Thomas Potter, £30,000; Rich-
ard Norrie, #40,5600; making a total of #03,000.

Of these damages there was assessed upon
the adjoining propertles, as benefits arising
from the opening of the street, the sum
of $1838-63 and there was placed upon the
city the sum of $74,701'57. There were a num-
ber of exceptions to this report of the jury, nad
a long siege at law ensued from the Quarter
Beeeions to the Supreme Court; but on the 19th
of January. 1870, it was confirmed, On this re-
port Thomas Potter and Richard Norris bronght
suits against the city for the damages awarded
them. Mr. Norris obtained n judgment in his
favor, but as the District Court had refused to
allow him interest from the date of the filing of
the report, and only from the confirmation, he
has taken his ease to the SBupreme Court, and it
will be argued this month.

Now when the jury rendered its report and
the enme was confirmed, City Solicitor Worrall
notified Chief Commissioner of Highways
Mablon H. Dickinson that the. street ought to
be widened. Bul no action was taken. To stir
the authorities np, in last October the trustees
under the marriage settlement of Mary Ann
Hamilton (against whose lots on SBpring Garden
gtreet part of the damages had been levied and
collected) filed their petition in the Court of
Common Pleas, praying. for a writ of manda-
mus to compel the Chief Commissioner of
Highways Lo open the street between Sixtecoth
and Eighteenth, Upon this ensned a long and
tedions argument, which ended by the Court
keuing the peremptlory writ as applied for.
Even then the work did not commenee until
last week: but now the demolition is carried on
fuite briskly,

Two gentiemen are still determined to contest
the invasion of the public into their property,
for the City Solicitor, in a note to the chairman
of the Finance Committee, said: — b

“I may state that I am informed that Mes=srs.
Matthews & Moore will resist this, and when
the property in front of their works Is entered
upon will apply for an injunction to restrain.
This will raise the question again.”

But no matter what mnysuhscquem.i%' be done,
it is pleasant pow to know that, after three
years and a half, the order of Conncilsis being,
in the spirit aud the letter, carried out.

OrexixG oF THE BOoUTHWESTERN MARKET.—
The wants of the large number of residents
along Chesout and Market streets, and those
strects running north and south between Six-
teenth and Twentieth streets, have at last been
supplicd in the shape of a market house, which
hos been erected on the eoutheast corner of
Ninetcenth and Market streets. This bullding
was thrown open this morning, and of the 184
stalls which bad been constructed 166, were oe-
cupled by butchers and dealers in fruits and
vegetables. The atténdance of purchascrs was,
indeed, very large, and the rush was so great
a8 to convince the renters of the great necessity
of the institution.

The building runs from Market to Barker
streets, and I8 96 by 176 feet. The2re are four
passage ways leading from Market Lo Barker
streets, on either gide of which are the stalls,
which are of the most commodions ehuracter.
The ventilation is of the most improved kind.
Under the entire structure there 18 a large cel-
lar, which is divided into apartments for the
accommodation of the stall renters. In addi-
tion there are several apartments froniing on
Ninetecuth street, which are ready for the oceu-
pancy of wholesale dealers. Underground
drainage is smpplied, the refuse matter running
into the Filbert street sewer., The pavement of
both market and cellar is of aspbalte. The
ofticers of the market company are P. A, B.
Widever, President, R. Wallace, Becretary, and
N. B. Lowry, Treasurer.
